dle-of-the-night 
fire 
roared 
through a Great flakes cruise 
steamer today and within seven 
hours firemen had taken more 
than 541 bodies from the wreck­ 
age. 


The flames broke out while the 
steam er, the 6.700-ton Noronic, was 
tied up at a pier here and while 
most of her more than 500 pas­ 
sengers were sleeping Hundreds of 
the passengers and of the more than 
170 crew members scrambled ashore, 
leaped overside or jumped to other 
vessels to escape 
But firemen thought—and they 
said it was only a guess—that IOO 
or more may have been trapped in 
the flames. 
They said it might be three days 
before the fate of all those aboard 
could be established. It was im ­ 
possible to compile a list of su r­ 
vivors for the time being. Tile total 
num ber aboard was not accurately 
known, because neither passenger 
nor crew lists were available

Survivors who started out on a 
holiday trip yesterday—the ship tied

told graphic stories 
of how screaming, pushing men and 
women fought to get off the ship, 
Sylvia Carpenter, of Detroit, saw 
smoke and flame billowing along 
the passageways. She screamed and 
headed for the outside rail. 
"Someone had thrown a rope lad­ 
der over the dockside but it was 
all tangled," she said. “A rope was 
tossed over the rail and I put a 
hitch knot on it to hold it to a 
stanchion. As I did so, three men 
pushed in front of me and .shoved 
some screaming women out of the 
way. Tile men went down the rope."

New York, Sept. 17 J* 
An Army 
search plane took off early today 
to hunt a small, single-cngine plane, 
four hours overdue on a 2,000-mile, 
non-stop flight from the Azores. 
The LaGuardia field control tower 
said Hie Army plane was dispatched 
from the Air Force base at Westover 
Field, Mass 
The missing aircraft’s radio went 
dead early last night when it was 
about 500 miles east of New York. 
At th a t time, it was expected to 
reach here at 3:30 a. rn. <EST> 
Since then the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration ocean traffic control 
center has fruitlessly tried to make 
radio contact with the plane, flown 
by two Italians 
The Coast Guard office here said 
at 6:50 a rn 
that the plane was 
officially 
considered 
overdue 
and 
that a search was being organized. 
The light plane took off from the 
Azores with about 29 hours of fuel 
aboard, sufficient to keep it aloft 
under normal flying conditions un­ 
til about IO a rn Tile plane, piloted 
by John M. Brondello and Camillio 
Barioglio. left tile Azores at 5:13 
a. rn (EST* yesterday. 
They are making tne trip to help 
promote American support for a pro­ 
posed "Boys Town" in Italy.

“Write-In” Names 
May Total 3,000 


Estimates that there were ap­ 
proximately 2.000 names written in 
on the ballot at Tuesday’s primary 
were too low, the county election 
board and special clerks conducting 
the official count estimated today. 
W ith ll districts counted, the of­ 
ficials had found 1,016 w ritten-in 
names on those ballots. Basing their 
estimate on that count they figure 
that the number of written-in names 
will total more than 3.000 
Due to the large number of names 
on the ballots the group will con­ 
tinue the count Monday and possibly 
will complete its work Tuesday. Of­ 
ficials said present indications are 
that the number of written-in votes 
will prove to be the largest In the 
county’s history.

Each letter is projected onto film 
through a photo-electric gun, puls­ 
ing like a h e a rt to record Just w hat 
you've w ritten. You push buttons 
to get w hatever style of type you 
w ant, or w hatever size from h ead ­ 
line to sm all p rin t a t any m om ent. I 
You can see your whole line of 
words and correct any errors before 


I you push the button to photograph 
1 it. 


Leading publishers an d scientists 
unveiled the new m achine yester­ 
day and called it th e m ast significant 
advance in the a rt of p rin tin g in 75 
years. 
It prom ises to bring huge savings 
in the cost of prin tin g , and m ake 
possible 
printing 
of 
m ore 
new s­ 
papers, books, m agazines, and sci­ 
entific Journals, they said. 
P resen t linotype m achines set type 
from m olten m etal, and have a top 
-peed of about seven or eig h t news­ 
paper colum n lines a m inute. 
T his m achine sets 12 lilies a m in­ 
ute. by photographing six letters a 
second. It could set 20 a m inute, if 


anyone could type th a t fast. It saves 
through faster production, and can 
bring other savings by avoiding some 
stages of printing w ith m etal type. 
The strips or rolls of films th a t 
come from the m achine have to be 
reproduced on m etal. ThLs can be 
done by m aking offset plates, or 
photo-engravings for regular p rin t­ 
ing m ethods. 
And scientists

dicted ways will be found to m ake 
up new kinds of photo-engravings 
cheaply and in perhaps a few m in ­ 
utes’ time.
